REPORT. 


OFFICE OF THE PoLIce COMMISSIONERS, 
Battimore, December 31st, 1864. 


To the Honorable 
The General Assembly of Maryland : 
GENTLEMEN : 


The Board of Police of the City of Baltimore, ordained, 
under the provisions of the forty-second section of the fourth 
article of the Code of Public Local Laws, have the honor, in 
obedience to the forty-eighth article, to make this their third 
Annual Report: | 


Have to say that the duties of a Policeman are many, va- 
ried, trying, and not unfrequently perilous; sometimes very 
monotonous, then suddenly changing into the exciting and 
critical, requiring) sound)judgment, with a quick perception 
to see the right and a strong purpose to do. 


They are exposed to all weather, storm or calm, summer’s 
sun and winter’s long dreary nights. When all else may be 
housed and comfortable in the stillness of night, it is his 
duty to watch for eleven hours by night and thirteen hours 
by day. 

In March, it became the duty of the Board to make some 
important changes in the higher offices of the department. 
Thos. H. Carmichael was appointed Chief Marshal, John 8, 
Manly, was appointed Deputy Marshal. 


The peace and order of the city during the first six months 
of the year was all that could be expected in a great city 
like ours. 


Great excitement existed in our midst from the 8th to the 
15th of July. With the first announcement of the battle of 
Monocacy, came the many varied reports, which produced 
intense excitement and the suspension of all business. It 
became the duty of this Board to continue their sessions both 
‘day and night, that they might leave nothing undone to be 
ready for any emergency, and thereby to preserve the quiet 
of the city, which we think is not saying too much, when 
we say the allaying of the excitement was in a great measure 
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owing to the very extraordinary exertions of our officers and 
men. The Marshal, Deputy Marshals, Captains, Lieuten- 
ants, and Sergeants, with each and every man, deserve our 
highest commendation for the noble manner in which they 
discharged their respective duties, and believe that the citi- 
zens and military authorities will bear us out in saying the 
police force aided them largely on many important occasions 
in preparing for the defence of the city. 


The city, as is known to most of your honorable body, is 
divided into four Police Districts, as. follows: Eastern, Mid- 
dle, Western, and Southern Districts, all'of which are as 
nearly equal as circumstances will admit, excepting the Mid- 
dle, which, being in the centre of the city, has one-third 
more men than either the other Districts. 


The entire force consists of 349 officers and men, whom we 
believe to be polite, courteous and attentive in the discharge 
of their duties to citizens and strangers at all times and un- 
der all circumstances ; indeed, often have the members of the 
Board. been complimented by strangers visiting our city, for 
their gentlemanly bearing, and their marked attention ex- 
tended to them at the several railroad depots and on the great 
thoroughfares. 


During the July excitement, at the urgent request of a 
large and influential committee of citizens, the Board em- 
ployed 375 extra men for four nights only. 


The Detective force of five men have been faithful and dili- 
gent in the discharge of their duties. ‘This part of the force 
has rendered good service to the General Government, in 
many instances, which would not be proper to state. 


The report of the Marshal as to the number of arrests, and 
the amount of goods and money recovered and returned to 
the owners from the 17th March, 1864, to December 31st, 
1864, you will find appended to this report. 


This force has. been in existence nearly three years, each 
year giving experience for future profit. 


There has been three elections during the year, yet the good 
order of the city has been preserved. 


The discipline of the force we believe:to be equal to that of 
any city in the Union. 


This discipline is preserved by placing on the force men of 
reputation, who are interested in maintaining the good char- 
acter of the force, and are willing to observe the rules, 


In order to preserve the discipline of the force, it has been 
the duty of the Board to dismiss forty-one officers for viola- 
tion of the rules: 


There have been twenty-nine resignations and three deaths 
during the year. 
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The Board continue to feel the great responsible duty of 
“‘preserving the public peace, preventing crime, protecting 
persons and property, guarding the public health,’’ and at 
the same time to enforce the laws and ordinances of the city. 
The reports will show that the number of aggravated cases or 
cases of high misdemeanor have been very few. The great 
majority of cases being for minor offenses, yet subjected to ar- 
rest, as ‘‘drunk and disorderly’’ has been the great burden 
of the daily reports. 


The police law constituted the City Register, John A. 
Thompson, Esq., Treasurer of the Board, which position he 
held with much satisfaction to the Board until the 19th , 
March, 1864, when he declined to serve any longer. Since ' 
that time the Board have made their requisitions through the 
Comptroller, Samuel Maccubbin, Esq., on the City Register 
for the amount necessary to meet their wants every two weeks, 
all of which have been promptly paid. 


It remains with your Honorable Body to appoint a Trea- 
surer, or allow the Board to continue to draw their requisi- 
tions through the Comptroller, as they have done since Mr. 
Thompson’s declination. 


In reviewing the responsible trust committed to their care 
by the General Assembly of Maryland, they desire to say 
that they have devoted their entire time and energies to the 
welfare of the force and the best interest of the city, in en- 
deavoring to elevate the police force to the highest point of 
excellence. Of their success and the manner in which the 
duties have been performed, we refer you to the community 
at large.
